Want Prohibition 


"We are fighting Germany, 
Austria and drink, and >o far as I 
can see the greatest of the three 
deadly foes is drink," said David 
Lloyd George recently to a deputa¬ 
tion'of the ship building employers 
federation, the members of which 
were unanimous ia that in order to 
meet national requirement at the 
present time., there should be a 
total prohibition during the period 
of the war of the sale of intoxicat¬ 
ing liquors. This should apply 
not only to public houses but also 
to private clubs, so as to operate 
equally with all classes of the com¬ 
munity. 

It was stated that despite the 
fact that work was being carried 
on night and day seven days in the 
week, total working time on the 
average in nearly all the British, 
shipyards was actually less than 
before the war and the average 
product i veu ess had decreased. 
There were many roeu doing 
splendid and strenuous work, prob¬ 
ably as great as the men in the 
trenches, but they did not even 
approximate full time, thus disas¬ 
trously reducing'the aversge. 

Notwithstanding the curtailment 
of the hours they are allowed to 
keep open, the receipts of the 
public hotues in the neighborhood 
of the shipyards had greatly in- 
creased, iu some cgses forty per 
cent. As an instance of one of 
many similar cases, that of a battle¬ 
ship coming in for immediate re¬ 
pairs was cited. She was delayed 
a whole day through the absence 
of riveters, who were drinking and 
carousing. 

In one yard the rivettera hare 
been working on the average only 
40 hours a week, and in another 
yard only 36 bonrs. 

In" conclusion. the deputation, 
which included representatives of 
the leading shipbuilders of the 
country, drew attention to the 
example set by France and Rnssia, 
and urged upon the chancellor tbe 
need of drastic and immediate 
action. 

The chancellor of the exchequer, 
in tbe course of bis reply, said the 
reason why the government had 
not heretofore taken more drastic 
setion on the liquor question was 
because it needed to be assured 
that it was not going adverse to 
public sentiment, otherwise more 
harm would be done than good. 

"I have a growing conviction 
based on accumulating evidence." 
said tbe chancellor, "that nothing 
bnt root and branch methods would 
be of the slightest avail in dealing 
with tbe evil. 1 believe it is the 
general feeling that if we are to 
settle German militarism we must 
first of all settle with the drink." 


Tbe British admiralty haa an- 
nounced that beginning about 
April 1, two light ships will be 
meqrcd in the English channel off 
Folkestone, which all shipping 
must pass iu the straits of Dover. 
This notice was forwarded to tbe 
state department today by Ameri¬ 
can Consul-General Robert P. 
Skinner, at London 


The 1913 Scvd Branch enquiry 
into the condition of seed grain 
used in Canada shotted that an j 
average ol 44 noxiotu and Ids 
common weed seeds were being 
seeded on each square rod of land 
in oats. Seed wheat and barley 
were equally foul and flax was 
about font times worse. Over S3 
per cent, if the 2065 samples of 
wheat, oats, barley and flax collec¬ 
ted as being sown were reported 
cleaned with a fanning mill, hut 
most of the samples showed that 
either the mills were not equipped 
with the proper sieves or else they 
were not well operated. Tbe re¬ 
maining home grown, almost 11 
per cent., was being aowij,-direct 
from the thresher with no cleaning 
whatever. Small, broken aud 
shrunken seed in the samples also 
indicated the failure iu grading. 

Cereal grains should be graded 
to remove Irom one-third to one- 
half of tbe total bulk, and most of 
the weed seeds will be removed 
with tbe screenings. Somr of the 
weed seeds.ire difficult to separate 
but most of them can he removed 
by a fanning mill. Any make of 
mill which has sufficient shake, 
angle or slope of sieve* and wind 
supply may be provided with suit¬ 
able sieves. The top sieves should 
be -just coarse enough to let the 
grain run through and need suffi. 
cient slope to run coarse impurities 
over the tail of tbe mill. The 
lower screens should have openings 
of tbe sire required for grading or 
removing weed seeds. 

With wheat the grade for high- 
class seed is made over ah 8-64 
inch perforated zinc screen. The 
grade for oats is made over a screen 
with slats 5-64 by i inch. Barley 
requires the same type with slots 
larger depending on the size of the 
seed. Wild Buckwheat may be 
removed from wheat by a screen 
with triangular perforations 9-64 
inch or larger. Flax requires on 
top a woven wire sieve 3 x 16 inch 
mesb (3 spaces to the inch one way 
and 16 the other) and a 1-12 inch 
perforated screen below. 

If sieves or screens of the desired 
size and type cannot be had from 
the fanning mill manufacturer, 
the sheet material may be obtained 
through any reliable seed house 
and made up by a carpenter. 

Canadian fled X Hospital

This hosiptal is established on 
the estate of Mr. W. Astor. M.P., 
and has now 150 beds. Mr. Astor 
very generously made the neces¬ 
sary alterations at his own expense, 
and we have paid for the equip, 
menl of this hospital. 

It is staffed by Lieut. Col. Gorrel! 
and the nurses and men of tbe 
Canadian Army Medical Service. 
It is tbe intention and desire of the 
War Office that this hospital shall 
he used as the base hospital for 
members of tbe Canadian Con¬ 
tingents who may be wounded at 
tbe front, and will, therefore, be 
the principal base hospital for our 
own troops, and the one in which 
necessarily our people will have 
tbe greatest personal interest. 

In carrying ont the desire of the 
War Office we will have to erect 
four buildings and equip them 
witb beds, bedding and all 
appliance* necessary to make a 
complete hospital. We are in¬ 
formed by our Commissioner, Col. 
Hodgetts, that the cost of the con¬ 
st! action of these buildings and 
their equipment complete will be 
{80,000, of which amonnt we have 
still to raise {40,000. Tbe i n - 
stallation of one bed costs {50. 
We will be glad to receive sub¬ 
scriptions for this purpose. Beds 
so paid for will be named after the 
donor. 

As 1 have already said, the 
Canadians are directly interested 
in this hospital, to whiefi, un¬ 
fortunately. it may happen many 
of our sons and relatives will 
sooner or later be admitted. We. 
therefore, have no hesitation in 
asking you, througlKyour Branch, 
to make an appeal to tbe public of 
your locality for assistance in this

Cssee of Typhoid Fever Reduced to s 
Minimum Among British "o.ti¬ 
lers In French Trenches 

Sir Frederick Treves, lr. s recent 
address delivered st London, says the 
Pittsburg Dispatch, deserked the re¬ 
sults of typhoid vaccination on the 
British forces now in the field as 
"positively astounding." During more 
than five’ months of active service, 
most of it in the trenches and unde * 
conditions likely to generato enteric 
disease, there had been but 212 cases 
of typhoid an.ong the British forces. 
Of these. 173 had not been InxuUled. 
That Is to aay, only thirty-nine Inocu¬ 
lated soldiers had been attacked by 
the disease and "not a tingle death 
bad occurred emong tboe. Inoculated." 

There axe now probably a million 
British soldiers In field and camp. 
What share of these have been vac- 
cluatcd against typhoid Is not stated 
But with such favorable statistics It 
la not reasonable to presume that the 
vaccinations have been used In the 
majority of the cases. The frightful¬ 
ly unsanitary conditions of the French 
battlefields have been the subject of 
man/^ despatches. That under surb 
circumstances the anti typhoid Inocu¬ 
lation should reduce the disease to 
thirty nine casee and no deaths cer¬ 
tainly argues very great virtues for 
that precaution. 

The experience of the United States 
army In the same line corroborates 
this showing. But the United Slates 
army has not been subjected to any 
such severe teat as the British in 
their receot rampagln. After thla for 
any civilized power to suffer severe 
losses from typhoid will Indicate s 
conspicuous neglect of effective pre¬ 
cautions.

Paper dtahaa of every, kind and 
papor^ underclothing were very eer- 
loualy proposed ae the neat advance 
etep of eanItalian among civilised 
peoples by n noted hygienist before 
the congreea of sanitation. Subetitute 
the Ore for the waah tub In every 
possible particular of Ufa, waa hla 
demand; and. to ahow that auch tub 
etltutlon waa poeelble now la a great 
many detalla, he had obtained and be 
exhibited a great quantity of samples 
of paper gooda. 

He quoted the reaulta of an Investl- 
I gallon which ahowed that cupa, 
platen, bowla and other tableware, 
taken aa eamplee In botela and 
homes, bad beeb found to be Infected 
| with daugerotii germs, even when 
they were supposed to have been 
thoroughly washed. And he told of 
hospitals that have adopted tha pre¬ 
caution of Riving nil tha diahas an 
extra bath In a strong antiseptic mix¬ 
ture. 

Accordingly he suggested that the 
doctors attending the congreea should 
advocate the genera! use of paper 
platen, cupa. saucers, and bowla, end 
paper serving dishes; , so that afler 
each meal most of the tablewara 
could be burned, leaving only a 
email number of dishes and tbs sil¬ 
verware to be boiled before they were 
again used. Paper linings could be 
used in Indispensable china dlahea. 

Tha moat novel of hla sanitation 
ideas was that underclothing should 
be made of paper and destroyed after 
It had been used once. Paper under¬ 
clothing la entirely practicable now, 
and would not be much more expen¬ 
sive than ordinary cotton underwear 
at current laundry rates, an 1 perhaps 
tui cheap as linen clotnlng. 

Paper yam la new, yet It la begin¬ 
ning to be heard from in many tex¬ 
tile lines. Some kinds are almost 
as atout as ordinary textiles and are 
made to withstand laundering. For 
paper underclothing, however, a 
cheap grade of paper yam would tic 
satisfactory, yarn having only a small 
proportion of the tensile strength of 
cotton ‘ or linen. As each garment 
would he burned after It had become 
soiled, there would be no occasion to 
use yarn adapted for hard wear At 
the same time It would easily be pos¬ 
sible to make up paper yarns that 
would be as smooth sod absorbent as 
cotton or liners. 

Underclothing woven from such 
yarn would be as comfortable aa
